Arkansas Leads in 


Repaying U. S. Loans 


WASHINGTON.-(/P)-Morc than 


$1.000,000 in drouth loans has been 
repaid by farmers. The first loans 
fell due Wednesday in seven North- 
western states. But since July 1 
farmers, who borrowed approxi- 
mately $48,000.000 to plant again 
after last year's drouth, have paid 
In to the Agriculture Department 
$1.239,146, of which $1,067,026 was 
on money loaned this year. The 
rest of the loans are due in Octo- 
ber and November. 


Secretary Hyde snld Wednesday 


that repayment of this amount be- 
fore any of it was due "justifies 
faith of the government in ndvanc- I 
ing this money to the farmers who 
ncedc it to tide them over a period 
when they could not get money 
elsewhere." 


Repayments at the rate of $1,- 


000,000 a week arc expected by 
George L. Hoffman, director of the 
Seed Loan Office. When farmers 
pay before the notes nre due, In- 
terest charges, collected at the time 
the loan WHS made, arc refunded. 


Arkansas, one of the hardest hit 


states in 1930, leads in repayments 
with $136,586; Texas is second with 
$82.350 and Oklahoma third with 
$71,162.

Mr. Henry 
said that reports from all over Ar- 
kansas, Tennessee and Missouri show 
that a great many farmers arc un- 
decided about''selling, since there is 
« chance for legislation passing in all 
southern states, governing the plant- 
ing of cotton next spring. Hc explain- 
ed that if every state in the South 
would pass a similar law to Texas that 
it should help the price of cotton ma- 
terially, and should 
this come to 


growers who have their cotton

to Texarkana—worse, 
officers say 


than all the junk pilferers in town. 


Instead of searching for iron and 


bottles, the grimy faced youngsters so 
familiar to officers are combing the 
gutters and alleys for cigarette tax 
stamps. 


Officers say it is an easy matter for 


the boys to find discarded cigarette 
packages and wrappers with the stamp 
still sticking in place. And even sim- 
pler to remove the stamps and sell 
them to "tobacco bootleggers." 


Although the prices 
usually 
are 


lower, officers say the boys arc re- 
ceiving as much as two cents per 
stamp from the illegal tobacco deal- 
ers. A pocketful of stamps can be 
obtained in a day's time. 


Cigarettes arc being purchased in 


Louisiana cities and trucked to Tex- 
arkana free of tax, officers say, and 
upon arrival some dealers sell them 
without the stamps, but the more 
cautious ones'buy stamps from the 
boys,
